But the errors In these figures 
are errors of omission . We get statis­ 
tics of passen gers killed with reason ­ 
able accuracy , but the compulsory of­ 
ficial reports In d icate that we get vol­ 
un tary infonnatioii of only about on e- 
quarter of the employ es killed an d in ­ 
jured in train accide^iti. It is safe to 
say that the rate of killin g an d woun d ­ 
in g has n ot d ecreased d urin g the past 
three mon ths.

Magistrate Wahle handed do wn a 
mo st interesting decisio n Friday as to 
the right o f pho to graphing paintings 
witho ut the co nsent 
o f 
the o wner, 
say s the New Yo rk Tribune. 
The 
magistrate held that it was no t a case 
o f larceny , and discharged William G. 
Gray, a 
pho to grapher, 
o f No . 722 
Third avenue, who , it was alleged, 
Lad retained co pies o f “The So wers,” 
by Millet, the pro perty o f Geo rge Van­ 
derbilt, which picture is hung in the 
Metro po litan museum o f art. 
In deciding 
the 
case Magistrate 
Wahle maintained that if the o wner 
o btained an injunctio n restraining any 
o ne fro m co py ing the picture, and then 
co pies were made, larceny was co m­ 
mitted. 
Magistrate Wahle fo und that 
there had never been a similar case 
in the co urts in this co untry . 
Gray was arrested 
in September 
and held in |2,000 bail. Mr. LeBarbier 
appeared fo r the co mplainant and Mr. 
Ko hler appeared 
fo r 
the priso ner. 
Magistrate Wahle’s decisio n, in part, 
reads: 
“If an artist lends his painting to 
a pho to grapher to mi.ke co pies fro m 
the negative fOt the artist s o wn use, 
the pho to grapher can never make any 
o ther use o f the negative. 
The right 
o f the o wners o f unpublished wo rks 
is settled in the case o f Prince Albert 
against Strange, repo rted in 18 I.aw 
Jo urnal Repo rts, N. S. Chancery , 120. 
“It appears that Queen Victo ria and 
her co nso rt, Prince Albert, had fro m 
time to time fo r their o wn amusement 
made drawings and etchings o f which 
they had made impressio ns fo r their 
o wn use, and no t fo r publicatio n. Fo r 
greater privacy the impressio ns had 
been fo r the mo st part made by means 
o f a private 
press, 
and the plates 
were kept by her majesty under lo ck 
and 
key . 
The 
impressio ns 
vrere 
placed in o ne o f the private apart­ 
ments at Windso r. The defendant in 
so me way o btained so me o f the im­ 
pressio ns, which had been surrepti­ 
tio usly taken fro m so me o f the plates, 
and fo rmed a co llectio n o f the etch­ 
ings, o f which he intended to made 
a public exhibitio n witho ut the per­ 
missio n o f 
her 
majesty o r Prince 
Albert. 
“The lo rd chancello r, writing his 
o pinio n, stated: 
’The 
right o f the 
plaintiff to an injunctio n restraining 
the defendant fro m exhibiting, co py ­ 
ing o r in any manner publishing o r 
parting with, o r dispo sing o f any o f 
the etchings in questio n, is perfectly 
clear fro m the facts in the case, and 
is no t no w disputed o y the defend­ 
ant.’ 
“If the peo ple’s 
case 
be co rrect, 
this defendant was guilty o f a breach 
o f trust. 
This, ho wever, is far fro m 
say ing that the defendant is guilty o f 
a crime. 
It is my o pinio n that the 
remedy which the co mplainant has 
in this case, if he have any , is by ap­ 
peal to ano ther fo rum. 
The priso ner 
is discharged.” 
Mr. Le Barbier immediately asked 
that Gray be restrained fro m selling 
any mo re prints, and the prints at 
po lice headquarters were o rdered to 
be held there.
